An Unfortunate Corpse.— About tho 
...iarpest dodge attempted by impos- 
tors in the charity lino was almost 
successful a few days sio.ee in this city. 
A female of good address but poorly 
clad, called on tho rector of Trinity 
Episcopal (Jhurcb, and stated that she 
hud been a member of that church 
and attended 'there when she could 
afford respectable clothing, but that 
sho was reduced in circumstances', and 
what was , worse than all, her sister 
was a corpse in her house, and she 
had no means wherewith to bury bor. 
Hire gave her address, a house on New 
Jersey aveuue, southeast, and so moved 
was the pastor by her appeal, that 
through his efforts and others charit- 
ably disposed, a sum of money was 
raised by tho day following. This 
sum, together with tho address of the 
supposed sull'orev, was handed to some 
-*jdies, who, proceeding to the place 
indicated, were shown to a second 
story room, wherein was tho body of 
a woman, on a bed, apparently dead, 
and motionless as a corpse, with the 
side sconeH of a child crying, aud tho 
woman who made the appeal loaning 
her head on the window-eill, over- 
come with grief. The scene was 
so solemn and impressive that the 
ladies, soothing tho grief of tho latter, 
handed hor tho amount collected and 
left, each thinking how little ouo-half 
of the world know of the Bufferings of 
the other party. One of the party, 
through having left her gloves in tho 
apartment , returned, when what should 
Hho soo, to her astonishment, but the 
corpse, sitting up in bed, counting the 
money they had left I The scono that 
fullowod and tho ruso need no explan- 
ation, and it is unnecessary to say that 
xlie donors immediately repossessed 
thomsolvos of the funds of which they 
wore well nigh aefnu.acc,.--'' Wash- 
ington Chronicle." 



Constantinople as an English Fortress. 

Things European , if tho telegrams 
are to bo believed, look decidedly 
warlike Tho Porto seems to havo boon 
somewhat more decided than was ex- 
pected. A few weeks ago it seemed to 
bo generally accepted that Russia had 
only to decree and tho Sultan would 
necessarily submit. But the difficulty 
has coino in thero where it was least 
expected. The Turk evidently doos 
join in tho belief that his time has 
eomo to be bundled out of Europe, bag 
and baggage. Hence, he has como to 
tho conclusion to mako a stand, and is 
not avorse to making it just now. Ho 
seems to understand better than tho 
other powers that ho would certainly 
bo compelled to make it some day, 
and, knowing his own business best, 
ho apparently thinks he might as well 
try the issue now as later. He there- 
fore resists pressure, and shows tight. 
From his standpoint who shall say 
that he is wrong ? That he can make 
a big fight is truer than is popularly 
believed. Ho has tho Mus- 
sulmans of Asia, Egypt and 
India to draw upon. Ho is 
brave, for to "fight like a Turk" has 
passed into a proverb. If war between 
Turkey and Russia really goes on, 
England's interest will consist in pre- 
serving Constantinople from falling 
into Russian hands. If sho chose to 
make a fortress of the city, and main- 
tain it as she does Gibraltar and Malta, 
she.could hardly under any contingen- 
cies bo defeated in that object. Her 
ironclads would be irresistible. Her 
immense guns, well planted behind 
earth works, would destroy all the 
navies of the world if thoy wore the 
attacking side. That England would 
semi troops to the front is hardly 
likely. She would probably content 
herself by seizing upon Constantinople 
(with the consent of the Turk) as a 
material guarantee that her interest 
would be preserved intact. Of course 
thero are many other grave possibili- 
ties arising out of such a contlict of 
arms as indicated by tho present situ- 
ation. Wo content ourselves in this 
article by pointing out the strength of 
England's position in making a for- 
tress of Constantinople. 

English Hail. 

attempted robbery prom a vault. 
Tho Yorkshire papers state that con- 
siderable excitement prevailed in Skip- 
ton when it was known that the corpse 
of Sir Charles Tempest, which was 
deposited in the vaults of St. Stephen's 
Roman Catholic church, Skiptou, 
nearly ten years ago, had been distur- 
bed on October 24th, and tho coflin 
ransacked for valuables which it was 
supposod to contain. One of the win- 
dows of tho church was found to be 
broken, but it is considered that this 
damage could not have beou easily 
done from outside, because of its 
being protected by a wire guard. The 
wouldbo thief, however, had managed 
to gain access to tho vault, broken 
open tho outside coffin, and cut a hole 
in the shape of a triangle in tho inner 
or leaden coffin. Tuo remains, how- 
over, were no further molested jb'ecause, 
it is thought, the rush of air from the 
collin had alarmed tho evil-doer, and 
mado him tly without accomplishing 
his supposed object— namely, plunder. 
Tho perpetrator of tho outrage is still 
at largo.

grin tho course of the proceedings in 
tho Slade case, Mr. Lewis said that, 
assuming a man had power to call up 
spirits, it became a question whether 
ho would not bo open to a conviction if 
ho obtained his living by such means. 
Mr. Lewis, tho counsel for tho prose" 
cution, remarked that tho Act Ocorgo 
II., cap. 2. s. 4, provided imprisonment 
for twelve months for each act of 
witchcraft, sorcery, euchautmout, or 
conjuration, and that once every year 
the convicted person should stand in 
the pillory for an hour. In answer to 
the magistrate, he stated that no por- 
tion of the Act had been repealed, a 
statement that appeared to evoko some 
surprise. 

THE TIC1IBORNE CASK ALLEGED IMPORTANT 

DISCOVERIES. 

Telegrams received in Loudon from 
Melbourne announce the discovery of 
a survivor of tho Bella, and also of tho 
"real veritablo Arthur Orion." Mr. 
Guilford Onslow, some time back 
offered a reward of £2,500 for the dis- 
covery of Orton. the legal myth of 
whom so many were incredulous. 
Mr. Lock, a solicitor, who defended 
Orton in Australia, on a charge of 
horse-stealing, and knows him woll, 
after a most diligent search, has at 
last, it is alated, discovered hini in a 
lunatic asylum, fifteen miles from Syd- 
ney, whoro ho has been an inmate for 
many years undor tho name of Alfred 
Smith. Mr. Onslow in a letter to Mr. 
Edward Foster, of Leeds, says: — "I 
hasten to convey to you the glorious 
news that my own agont Mr. Williams 
of Melbourne, has wired to mo to-day 
(Saturday) by submarine telegraph: 
'Arthur Orton is found alivo.' Pre- 
vious lotters prove this correct. Tho 
Telegram wal hook £§. 1 havo al«o 



found a survivor of tho Bella with 
documents to prove all. My reward 
of .£2,. r )00 found Orton, and my reward 
of XoO found the survivor. Tichborne 
will bo a free man in less than aix 
months. Hurrah! I don't know what 
to say about publishing it, but it is 
true enough. What will tho wiseacres, 
rogues and ruffians say now? — Yours, 
CI. Onslow." 

The Melbourne correspondent of tho 
" Ballarat Star" writes: — "By tho timo 
this is perused by your readers tho 
nows will have been cabled to England 
to gladden the heart ofvtho confiuco of 
Newgato, aud tho holders of Tichborno 
debentures will havo fumbled thecrisp 
documents in their cash-boxes, and 
havo speculated how they shall expend 
their prospective fortunes.

Private Bill fot the erection of a TollBridge Is pre- 
sented to tho Uouso, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such n Bill shall, upon giving the no- 
tlcc prescribed by the preceding rule, also at tho 
name timo and in the same manner, giva notice of 
the rates which they Intend to n'sk, the extent of tho 
privllcgo, the height of the arches, the InttrvaJ be- 
tween the abutments or ple.s for the passage of rafts 
vessels, and mentioning also whether thoy in. 
tend to erect a drawbridge or not, aud tho dimen- 
sions of the same.

THE MUNICIPAL FRANCHISE. 

The Municipality Act of 1872 pro- 
vided as follows; 

13. Any male freeholder, householder 
froo minor, pre-emptor, or lease-holdei 
for a term of not loss than to j^hj 
ing a British Subject of the ■£» «£ 

twentv-one years, resident in a Mm ci 
pality^ shall bo entitled to vote at the first 
Municipal Election. 

14 After the first Municipal Election. 
buy male person as>f oresaid , wbo is _rot- 
Od y npon the Assessment Roll of the Mu- 
nioipality, and who has paid,not ess than 
ton clays previous to the time of the ela- 
tion, all Municipal rates ami taxes pay- 
able by him, shall bo entitled to vote at 
Municipal Elections, in any ward in 
which ho may bo registered as a rate-pay- 
er. 

Iu 1873 an Act to amend the Muni- 
cipality Act,1872, repealed the clauses 
above quoted and substituted the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Section 13 of "The Municipality Aot, 
1872," is hereby repealed; and, in lieu 
thereof, the following shall bo read:— 

"Any male or feme solo of the lull 
age of twenty-one years, being a free- 
holder, householder, froe minor, pre- 
emptor, or lease-holder for a term of not 
less than two years, resident m a Munici- 
pality, shall be entitled to vote at the first 
Municipal Election; but no such foino 
sole shall bo qualified to sit or vote na a 
Councillor." 

•2 Section 14 of iho said Act is hereby 
repealed; and in lieu thereof, the follow- 
ing shall be read: — 

"After the first Municipal Election, any 
male or female, being of the full ago of 
twenty-one years, who is rated upon the 
Assessment Roll of the Municipality, and 
who has paid, not less than ten days pre- 
vious to the time of the election, all Mu- 
nicipal rates and taxes payable by him or 
her, shall bo entitled to vote at Municipal 
Elections, in any ward in which ho or sho 
may bo registered as a rate-payer. 

In the Session of 1872 theMunioali- 
ty Amendment Act of 1874 was amen- 
ded by the substitution, in lieu of 
Section 2, above quoted, of the fol- 
lowing Section : 

8. Section 2 of tho "Municipality Act 
Amendment Act, 1873," is hereby repeal- 
ed; and iu lieu thereof, the following 
ahull bo read: 

After the first Municipal Election, tho fol- 
lowing persons shall be entitled to vote 
at Municipal Elections in any ward in 
which ho or she may bo registered as a 
ratepayer: Provided ho or she has paid, 
not les's than ten days previous to the 
time of tho election, all Municipal rates 
and taxoa payable by him or ber: Provid- 
ed that no person shall bo entitled to vote 
at any Municipal Election in respect of 
liia being rated on the Road Tax Assess- 
ment Roll, or of having paid his road tax 
in respect of the same: 

Any malo or femtilo, being of tbo full 
ngo of twenty-one years, who is rated up- 
on the Assessment Roll of tho Municipal- 
ity: 

Any malo or fomalo aforesaid, holding a 
license for and carrying on business with- 
in the Municipality for three calendar 
months next preceding the making up of 
tho Voters' List. 

No Chinese or Indian? shall be entitled 
to vote at any Municipal Election for the 
election of a Mayor or Councillor. 

From theso excerpts it will bo observed 
that at tho first election in any Municipali- 
ty the suffrage is almost universal. Scarce- 
ly any resident, malo or female, of two 
years' standing, bat is accorded the privi- 
lege of a vote. After the first election, 
however, tho franchiso is restricted to 
Biieh persons (male or female) as are rat- 
ed on the Municipal Assessment Roll in 
respect of real estato taxes or business 
ratos, "and who shall have paid all Munich 
pat rates and taxes" payable by them "not 
less than ten days previous to the time of 
election." If the approaching Municipal 
election was to be tho first held in Victor- 
ia under the Municipality Aot thon sec- 
tion 1 of the Act «f 1873 would come into 
operation; but as it will be tho fifth elec- 
tion since the passage of tho original Act 
l ho election must be conducted under 
clause 8 of tho amended Act of 1876. If 
Saanich, or Oomox, or South Cowiebau 
District, for instance, were created into a 
Municipality to-day, the first election in 
the now municipality would have to bo 
carried out under Section 1 of the Act of 
1873; but the second and every subse- 
quent eloctiou hold in the District would 
oomo under Section 8 of the Act of tho 
prosent year. No doubt this is plaid 
enough to any one who is not wilfully 
blind; but, unfortunately, there are peo- 
ple who never look in the right direction 
if they think that their interests are 
best served by looking in tho wrong di 
rootion. These persons are said to claim 
that tho words "after tho first election" in 
tho Act of 187(5 mean after the iirst elec- 
tion held under tho amended Aot, which 
Will bo the approaching one; aud that tho 
universal suffrage clause is tho one that 
will rulo at the coming election. The 
absurdity of their position will he host 
understood when wo say that tho first 
election after tho amended Act of 1873 
was held under tho provisions of clause 2 
and not under clause 1 of the Act of that 
year. Tho contention of these persons 
would bo as childish as it is frivolous if it 
did not smack of roguery. 

THE ELECTION NEWS. 

Two Legislatures .arc in full blast at 
the Capital o f South Carolina. Ono of 
tho Legislatures is composed of 64 color- 
ed and 5 white members, who are protect 
ed by ft squad of United States Boldiota. 
The other Legislature numbers 63 mem- 
bera all Democrats. Tho President re- 
ooRnizes tbo Republican Legislature, al- 
though it has not a quorum. Tbo New- 
York Herald editorially says whichever 
way tho Presidential contest is decided 
tho country will accept tho result with 
general satisfaction and go about Its busi- 
ness which for tho time has come to a 



standstill, and bo glad that this excite- 
ment is over; but only on condition that 
Hayes or Tilden is fairly aud honestly 
eleoted in a manner to satisfy all reason- 
able men, and that there has been an hon- 
est count. The Democrats still claim 
Florida; but give up Louisiana,

The Shah. 

The London Times of tlio 16th October 
says: 

"At tho conclusion °f tho present tor- 
potlo experiments ou board tho Shah in 
tho Holont, it will bo necessary to insti- 
tute a thorough examination of her bear- 
ings before subjecting her machinery ton 
final trial on tno measured mile. The 
liearings of this ship have been un endless 
source of trouble to the manufacturers, 
Messrs. Ravenhill and Co., in the lirst iu- 
stance, and to Messrs. Eastons and An- 
dersons, by whom the 
sequent!; t:tken over, 
pedionta have been ad 
bearings cool and prevent tho metal from 
running. Phosphor bronze was substi- 
tuted for brass, with improved results as 
regards the development of horse-power; 
but after more than 3 year has elapsed 
since the first unsatisfactory trial was 
made ou tho mile, it was found necessary 
during tho recent li hours' run, to keep a 
couple of hoses constantly playing upon 
the bearings. A .searching examination is 
tall the more necessary before tbe Shah is 
allowed to take her departure for tbe Pa- 
ciiio.for while one of the phosphor-bronze 
bearings is known to be fractured it is 
imperative that the condition of the others 
should bo certainly known." 

On the 20th October tho Times says: 
"Another littte mishap occurred on 
board tho Shah at Spithead on Tuesday. 
While trying her steam capstan, through 
some mismanagement on the part of those 
in charge of it, tho pan! fell down upon 
the gear, by which the capstan was torn 
from its supports, and tho socket in which 
it works wai broken. A new casting will 
bo required. Already upwards of 200 
tons of coal have been consumed on 
board since tho commencement of the 
torpedo trials, and Mr. Froude's trials 
under way and tho measured mile runs 
have yet to bo made. It will bo noeossa- 
ry to re-coal the ship before the official 
trial iu Stokes Bay can bo undertaken." 

The Nanaimo TbIjKoiufh Line. — Mr. 
E. Conway, for some years Superintend 
ent for the Western Union Telegraph Co. 
in this Province, has forwarded to tho 
Provincial Secretary plottings and an os 
timate of the cost of a telegraphic lino 
between this city and Nanaimo. Mr. 
Conway reports that a lino can bo built 
and maintained at less expense than at- 
taches to any portion of tho lines between 
hero and Seattle or here and Cariboo. 
This at least is encouraging, and it is 
hoped that tho Local Government will 
submit to tho Dominion Government 
both the feasibility of the projected line 
and tho necessity of connecting the im- 
portant town of Nanaimo and interme- 
diate settlements with the capital of the 
Province. The coal interests of Nanaimo 
nlcno are sufficient t° warrant an effort to 
establish telegraphic communication be- 
tween that place and tho niuTn "b'vsnsvihers 
of its products. The citizens of Nanaimo 
have at their own cost defrayed the ex- 
pense of the preliminary survey, but ac- 
tual construction will amply recoup them 
their outlay. 

THE Sproai-Decosiuos duel, which has 
afforded a good deal of amusement to the 
public, has assumed a now phase. Mr. 
Sprout has hitherto maintained a defen- 
sive attitude' but ho seeius at length to 
have become "riled" beyond endurance, 
and nits' out at his adversary in a rather 
stinging fashion. As our western editors 
say "its none of our funeral;" and we 
meddle not with tbe merits of the ques- 
tion; but perhaps our readers might like 
to see Mr. Sprout's estimate of two ex- 
Premiers, which is as follows: Mr. Da- 
Cosmos, while in London, "caused much 
amusement generally by bis language and 
demeanor". . . - Mr. Walkem "is a gentle- 
man', and did the Province good in Eng- 
land. To him alone is duo the success of 
the Provincial Government in getting the 
additional £20,000 from England for tho 
dock."— Westminster Herald.

Cuicaoo, Nov. 27. — Tho "Inter-

ored,) who presents an awful picture. 
Her husband and baby woro murdered 
by a baud of bull-dogs ou tho Satur- 
day preceding election. She was 
present, and saw her husband cut all 
to pieces in his Iiouho and his body 
dragged out and shot full of bullets. 
After ho was dead her baby was 
killed in her anus. Slio has 
a bullet wound in breast, the 
bullet passing through her lungs and 
out of tier back; a deep gash from a 
knife in her neck, a bullet wound in 
one leg; a cut with a knife from the 
hip to the knee, and her head is cov- 
orod with wounds, one of which was 
given with the butt end of a pistol, and 
the others with an ax, Tho cords of 
one of her feet arc also severed. She 
was left for dead, and how she has 
survived so long soems to bo a mir- 
nolo, as for two or three weeks she has 
boon almost constantly hunted by tho 
men who murdered ho husband and 
babo. 

New York, Nov. 29,— Tilden and 
(Hendricks had un hour's interview 
yesterday. Loth Governors after a 
careful roviow of tho whole field, have 
concluded not only that thoy arc 
elected by a majority of the electoral 
vole, but also that thoy will bo quiotly 
mid peacefully inaugurated.

London, Nov. 2(3.— Tho News' Berlin 
dispatch roports that some subscriptions 
for the Russian loau have been received 
at St. Petersburg from abroad, one for 
live millions of roubles from a London 
house. 

James Whiteside, Lord Chief Justico of 
the Court of tno Queen's Bench, Ireland, 
died yesterday, aged GS. 

London, Nov. 2G. — A Vienna cor- 
respondent of tho "Times" telegraphs 
that tho roal difference in tho confer- 
ence will be on tho question of 
occenpation. Every proposal tending to 
forward compromise or dolay on that 
print is readily taken, hence it has 
been proposed that an European 
Commission bo formed to accept of 
reforms, also that commission have 
power to move for armed occupation. 
Tlio success of this project depends 
on its acceptance by Russia, hopes of 
which aro becoming fainter daily, so 
tho question conies to tho foreground, 
what will the powers do if Russia 
declines such compromise, insists on 
occupation and carries it in effect. 

Paris, Nov. '27. — Tho correspondent 
of the "Times," discussing the pros- 
pects of the conference at Constant! 
uople, says tho people even affirm that 
the Marquis of Salisbury, tho Engli.-h 
plenipotentiary, though on principle 
opposed to foreign occupation, has not 
an absolute predetermination even on 
that point. He will discuss with 
unbiassed mind tho question of col- 
lective occupation within limits which 
cannot alarm tho Porto, nor excite tho 
suspicious of any power. The "Times" 
in a leading article, also openly favors 
collective occupation. It says the 
occupying force should ,iu case of each 
province, bo procured from some 
power which cannot be suspected of 
harboring any designs upon the prov- 
ince in which it is placed. No objec- 
tion could bo raised to this as long as 
the force furnished is trustworthy and 
sufficient. The jealousies of tho guar- 
anteening powers, and tho antipathy of 
tho Porto may be allayed by the a- 
doption of this salutary principle. 

London, Nov. 27. — A special from 
Berlin to the "Daily News," says there 
are contradictory roports as to tho 
formation of a Russian army. Our 
own information, despito tbo denial, is 
that a hostile army is being organized. 

A Berlin dispatch to tho '1'lmes roports 
that tho Russian war ofliee is buying 
great quantities of sledges for tiansporta- 
tion service in winter campaigns. 

The Times' correspondent at Vienna 
bivh: Tho general impression from the 
Marquis of Salisbury is pacific, but a be 
lief is growing thoro and nt Berlin that 
matters have gone too far to bo easily stop- 
ped. Tho occupation of Bulgaria has ut,- 
in list become a political point of honor 
with Russia, from which sho will not ro 
cede, while nothing will induce Turkey 
to acquiesce in the occupation. The con- 
ference is to open after preliminary meet- 
ings, which begin Dec. H, at tho residence 
of Gen. Ignatieil', and at which tho decis- 
ion of tho European powers is to be set- 
tled. 

A dispatch from Constantinople to tho 
Daily ^cws says an understanding be- 
tween tho powers now appears to be more 
probable. Tho recent declarations of Rus- 
sia have greatly improved tho position of 
affairs, li is believed war will be avert- 
ed. 

The Times' dispatch from Berlin states 
tho Porto intends nioviug at tho confer- 
ence for an international arbitrament up- 
on the question of Russia's right todis 
patch tbe volunteers to Servia, and if sho 
has not the right, tho Porto will demand 
large indemnity for the prolongation of 
war occasioned by Kussiau volunteers. 

London, Nov. 28.— The British Foreign 
office publishes a dispatch from Sir Henry 
Elliot, ambassador at Constantinople, 
strongly denying the statement made by 
a correspondent of thu Times that ho had 
advised tho Porte to hold itself in readi- 
ness to stand upon its rights and make 
demonstrations of force. 

London, Nov. 28. — The Standard's Paris 
correspondent says tho feeling is gaining 
ground that Russia will gladly retreat 
from her position involving disastrous 
war if sho can without losing prestige. 

A 1! srlin dispatch says England would 
not oppose tho Russian occupation of 
Bulgaria if Germany and Austria guaran- 
tee t hat tho occupation shall only last Un- 
til affairs are regulated. Germany, it is 
understood, refuses to enter upon such 
a guarantee. In Russian and Gorman 
diplomatic circles it is doubted whether 
the conference will bo able to settle tho 
complication. 

London, Nov. 25— A Berlin dispatch to 
the News reports that Bismarck refused 
to receive LI him Pasha, Turkish ambas- 
sador to Germany, who called to take 
leave before starting for Constantinople. 
Tho appointment of Elhim Pasha as 
plenipotentiary of Turkey at tho confer- 
ence, is considered to bo unfavorable to 
peace, because ho is known to bo uncom- 
promising in his views. 

The Times, reviewing prospects of tho 
conference, says specific proposals which 
will come before it, have boon oxamiuod 
in every capital -of Europe; the universal 
conclusion is that that thoy present no 
insuperable obstacle to peace. Under the 
leadership of English and Russian pleni- 
potentiaries, they may bo so moulded as 
to command the support of every guarau- 
toeing pyWer and scciiro acceptance of 
the Porte. 

Tho Marquis of Salisbury arrived at 
Vienna yesterday. Tho Times' Berlin de- 
spatch says tho Marquis hardly thinks 
the seriour, flifnOttlMes on tho situation 
are diminished after bis visit to Berlin, 
but has good hopes of an. ultimate peace- 
ful solution. 

• Paris, Nov. 26— La Temps says Eng- 
land and Russia aro agreed as to the 
character of tlio guarantees required, a 
trifling difference only existing on tho 
subject of the occupation of Bulgaria. 

Vienna, Nov. 2.i-TIio Marquis of Salis- 
bury had an interview with Count Au- 
drnssy to-day and was af tor wards receiv- 
ed by Emperor Francis Joseph. Tho 
Marquis loivos fnr'friosfo on 20th inst. 

A dispatch (rom Vienna roports the 



Marquis of Salisbury declared in conver- 
sation tliero that England would not ap- 
pear in tho conference as an opponent in 
principle of Russia if she draw up her de- 
mands in a form to guarantee the righis 
of their hostile subjects in Turkey with- 
out destroying the sovereignty of tho 
Porte. Ho would not regard it as a vio- 
lation of that sovereignty if the Porto was 
Li outer into certain engagements with 
Europe regarding tho Porte's subjects, 
and the Powers were to co-operate in the 
introduction of guaranteed reforms. 

Sr. Pktebsbukg, Nov. 25 — An imperial 
ukase bus been promulgated, providing 
that after tho 1st day of January noxt 
custom duties shall bo pnyablo in gold 
or coupons negotiable abroad, and also 
relieving common carriers from tho re- 
sponsibility under contracts for tlio early 
delivery of merchandise interfered with 
by circumstances beyond their control. 

London, Nov. 20— Tho Russian squa- 
dron ban sailed from Naples, destination 
unknown. 

London, Nov. 27— Tho Standard's dis- 
patch from Berlin says whilo Russia does 
not intorforo with German interests, Ger- 
many feels morally obliged to support 
Ru ssia's claim at the coining conference. 
Should war be unavoidable Germany 
would not object to tho invasion of Bulg- 
aria by Russia. 

A telegram from Ragusa states that 
tho line of demarcation between the Turk- 
ish and Montenegrin armies is settled. 
The space between the belligerents is two 
kilometres wide. 

London, N.,v. 26. — It is stated that 
Captain Allen Young, who commanded the' 
Pandora iu her recent trip -to the arctio 
region, will next spring again attempt the 
northwest passage in that vessel. 

A Paris correspondent draws attention 
to Prince Napoleon's speech in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies on Friday. The Prince 
in violent terms denounced the dangers 
of increasing and supporting a proposal 
for a reduction of the estimate for public 
worship. Tho correspondent says tho 
spoGch marks tho entry of a pretender on 
tho scone, and Prince Napoleon has cho- 
sen his opportunity ut a timo when a con- 
flict between the Senato and tho Chamber 
of Deputies seems impending. Tho Princo 
has two great (pialilios of a dangerous 
conspirator, patience and audacity, and 
all tlioso will range themselves round liim 
who daro to obtain-as a passing tool, a 
chief who is ready to subserve anti-roli- 
gious passions. 

Belgrade, Nov. 20. — Gen. Goctoroff, 
former chief of Gon. Tchernayoffs staff, 
who latoly proceeded to St. Petersburg 
on a special mission, has telegraphed Gen. 
Tchornayeff that thu Czar stood during 
the audienco. He greatly relied on the 
Russian force in Servia and charged him, 
Gon. Goctoroff, to inform tho Russian 
officers remainining in Servia that they 
should lose nothing thereby, 'the Grand 
Duke Nicholas Celegrapded Gen. Tcher 
nayeff, requesting him to come to Kiokin- 
eff. Gen. Tchernayeff will probably start 
Thursday next. 

London, Nov. 25. — A memorandum 
furnished the foreign office by the presi- 
dent of tho British Iron Trade Associa- 
tion states that a largo proportion of the 
forges and mills for the production of 
maleable iron are closed. Thousands of 
workmen' have boc-n discharged, and the 
wages of those retained materially reduc- 
ed. Distress is greatest in the mining 
districts of South Wales and North of 
England, but it is also very great in Staf- 
fordshire and tho midland counties and in 
Scot hind. The depression is not confined 
to England, but is felt ou the continent 
with almost equal severity. Franco is 
not so bad off, but even thoro prices are 
extremely low, and tho trade i» evidently 
in a critical and unsound condition. 

Lononod, Nov. 25. — Tho Duchess of 
Edinburgh has been delivered of a daugh- 
ter at Malta. 

London, Nov. 28.— On Wednesday tho 
Queen granted medals to every person 
serving on the steamers Alert, Discovery 
and Pandora, during the Arctic expedi- 
tion. 

London, Nov. 27. — Tho Marriage of 
Mrs. Ives, daughter of John Lathrop Mot- 
ley, to Sir William G. G. Vernon Har- 
court, member of Parliament for Oxford, 
will be celebrated at Westminster Abbey 
Saturday next.
